REVIEW OF THE CROPS. 



BITHOGEW, 

Do plants get fuiy of their nitrogen 
from the air? H. 0. B„ Hampden. 

While the atr is composed largely of 
nitrogen, it is the opinion of chemists 
that not one atom ia directly appro- 
priated. No plants appropriate this free 
nitrogen except leguminous plants, and 
these plants accomplish ft through 
muriate baotoria found on the roots, that 
are actual living organisms. An effort 
13 now being made by scientific students 
of agriculture to inoculate other plants 
with these organisms, and thus en- 
deavor to communicate to them the 
power of appropriating free nitrogen. 

As a food for stock how does wheat 
straw compare with hay?

It will depend of course to some ox- 
tent oil the Itiud of hay. Uno pound of 
common hay in the quantity of nutri- 
ment cordaut is equal to four or five 
pounds of wheat straw.

ning to decay from knot hoi 

H. A. V., Cnrtersville, 

To save trees that are beginning to 
decay in the center from knot holes on 
the outside an English, paper recom- 
mends to empty out the water as far aa 
practicable with a pump and then fill 
the holes with portland cement formed 
into a running consistency with water. 
For economy, two parta of sharp Band 
or small gravel may bo mixed with one 
part of cement, which should bo quite 
fresh. When the lioles are filled with 
the cement, allow it to set. Then 
smooth over the crown with the same 
material, rounded to throw off the wot, 
just having it level with tlio bark 
around each wound, and over this apply 
a coat of grafting clay so as to eu- 
couragB the growth of the hark, which 
wo have known to grow and close over 
the cement. The thing is to get the 
water out and keep it out in the future. 
Clijy alone would not do that, but 
rather accelerate the decay by allowing 
water to enter.

THE POULTRY YARDS. 

UealtJiyt-Metliods of Purification. 

Many poultry won who keep their 
fowla confined to small yards clean the 
poultry bouses, but never seem- to think 
it necessary to purify the yards. If 
sickness visits thoir fowls, it ia a mys- 
torious dispensation of Providence, for 
have they not kept tho houses clean 'i 
They do not think of the yards, whoso 
soil has become impregnated with the 
droppings of tho fowls, and npon which 
a green thing is never permitted to 
grow. Following are methods o! puri- 
fication recommended by The American 
Agriculturist: 

1. Whero It Is possible to do ao need 
the yard down to grass or clover ntid 
let it bear a crop one year or raise upon 
it a crop of vegetables. Of course this 
necessitates two yards fgr the fowls, a 
plaa that cannot always ba pursued. 
Or one can, witli a movable fence, out 
off the fowls from the larger part of tho 
yard and sow that to some quiet grow- 
ing crop, like oats, and when it has 
grown five or six inches high let the 
fowls in upon it. Or one can spade the 
yard in sections, sowing oats at eaoh 
spading, and thus secure a little growth 
from thorn and a succession of growths 
of green food for the fowls. A growing 
crop for one season puts the eoi.1 in ex- 
cellent condition for the fowls, the crop 
removing just the elements that were 
tDjiwioue to the fowls, 

3, Spading up the yards every fow 
weeHis, either in sections or all. at once, 
turning up the soil to tho action of the 
son and air. Ait is the best disinfectant 
we Lave, and plenty of it will hoi p to 
rob the soil of the dement poisonous to 
the fowls. Spading will do for a few 
years, but after awhile it will not be 
sufficient. 

3. Tiie removal and casting away of 
several inches of thy soil and replacing 
it with fresh earth. It would pay 3, 
gardener to do this, as the soil removed

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A Big Day For The Teople's

Last Tuesday was certainly a 
grand day for the populists of 
Lumpkin county. The tillers of 
the soil and laborers of other oc- 
cupations visited Dablonegi, 
representing all portions of 
the county They commenced, to 
arrive at 8 o'clock and by 10 
streets were perfectly alive with 
people; not of the plug hat variety 
but of the homy hands of toil, who 
carried a badge of honor — a wart 
in the palm of their baud. They 
were here to attend to business and 
to gain information by listening to 
the address of Hon. J. S. Twitty, 
nominee of tbe people's party for 
Congress of the 9th Congressional 
District of Georgia. The crowd 
greatly outnumbered our expecta- 
tions. It reminded us of an old 
lime muster before the war. 

There was no brass band to at 
tract the attention of tbe little 
ebildrcc, but all present 
tere who came to look after the in- 
terest of the people's party.

Judge Brittain then arose and 

is not long in explaining the 

whole jury system. He told the 

retired speaker that they were 



powerless to do anything for the 
colored race in that direction. He 
said the law was very clear. That 
every upright and intelligent citi- 
zen was entitled to sit on the jnry 
even if he was as black as tli 
of spades, That the negroes 
not alone in this matter, that 
of the best republicans of the county 
were not only removed from the 
grand jury box but were left out 
entirely — that they wore but 
orphans. lie said that the dem- 
ocratic judges appointed the jury 
commissioners at the suggestion of 
.. tj officers and that they 
could not hdp themselves much 
else render any service to the 
colored race. 

The explanation of Judge Brit- 
tain seemed to be very satisfactory 
to the colored man, for he remarked 
after the meeting, that he was nol 
the only one fooled, while he had 
voted for the democrats so as to 
be put in the jury box Mr. Griz- 
zle had supported them so as to 
have the revenue law repealed and 
both the niggar and white man had 
been deceived. 

Get Together. 

The reformers should get to- 
gether and vote together.
